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Committee eyes list 
of needed school items

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee (PBC) Monday made a stab 
at an inventory of furniture and 
equipment needed for the high 
school next year once renovations 
are complete. 

With the cooperation of school 
committee chairman Tony Accardi, 
high school principal Paul Fleming, 
and architect Wilson Rains, 
members took a serious look at 
some necessary items which were 
deleted from the general contract 
and additional items that were 
recommended by Fleming, They 
also discussed how the items would 
be funded, since only $147,000 of 
the $6.5 million renovation bond 
issue covers furniture and 
equipment. 

PBC Chairman Bernie LaVita 
pointed out he had until March 15 
to turn over a list of needed items to 
the town manager. What wouldn't 
be picked up in the warrant article 
proposed by the town manager for 
the annual town meeting, would 
have to be funded by the school 
department or through the original 
bond by taking out some things 
already budgeted. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
has allotted $218,000 in his article 
for outside bleachers, a storage 
bujlding to replace the carriage 
house, and renovation-work in the 
auditorium. A fourth item for 
furniture may have to be added, 
said LaVita, Members suggested 
voters might be more amenable to 
funding the furniture this way as 
the $218,000 will be 65 percent

In Fleming's list, such things as 
electronic equipment for a new 
electronics lab, more cafeteria 
furniture to fill the larger cafeteria 
area, student desks, lockers, and 
library furnishings were noted 
Some of these were found in Rain's 
list also. Discussed, also, was the 
need for stools in the science rooms 
and tablet armchairs, something not 
provided for in the $6.5 million 
bond issue. In the note 10 days, 
those present will try to compile a 
list of furniture and equipment 
needed. 

Accardi told the committee he 
sensed that the school board, in 
recent budget talks, wants to reduce 
its own capital outlay article so 
voters don't think members are 
seeking extra funds this way. He 
asked if a few items, such as $7,000 
wrestling mat, could be added to 
the town manager's article, but he 
did not receive a definitive answer 

In addition to furniture costs, 
members grappled with the costs of 
moving that furniture from room 
to room and moving equipment 
back from the Swain School in the 
fall. 

Supt. of Public Buildings Roy 
McClanahan estimated the cost of 
moving furniture and equipment to 
the Swain School last year was 
$13,000. Accardi stressed that his 
committee hadn't budgeted for any 


moving costs while Fleming added 
that the “burden” of moving 
furniture shouldn't fall on school 
custodians,

Housing Authority 


wins $180 


A state award of $180,000 has 
been made to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority to fund the 
development of a residential treat- 
ment program for mentally 
retarded and autistic adolescents 
The award was made under the 
state's Chapter 689 Handicapped 
Housing Program which provides 
housing funds for low income 
citizens with special needs. 

"This grant responds to the need 
for affordable community-based 
housing for mentally retarded and 
autistic adolescents,” said Amy S 
Anthony, secretary of communities 
and developement. "With these 
funds and with the support of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, 
local officials and community 
sponsors, we are moving closer to 
meeting Governor Dukakis's goal 
to provide housing opportunities 
for all citizens,” 

The EOCD award will be used 
for the development of a group 
home for six mentally retarded/ 
autistic adolescents. The facility is 
being planned in conjunction with 
the May Institute and the state 
Department of Mental Health, All

of the awards made under the 
Chapter 689 Program are linked to 
support services provided by the 
state Executive Office of Human 
Seryices 

The award to Wilmington is one 
of five Chapter 689 awards, 
totalling over $2.1 million, 
announced today by Anthony 
Funding for the program has 
doubled with the recent passage of 
the Housing Act of 1985 to a record 
funding level of $30.3 million 
Anthony noted that the Housing 
Bills of 1983 and 1985 have 
provided over $45 million for the 
production of new housing for 
citizens with special needs, 

"The chief reason for the success 
of the Chapter 689 Program is that 
it is truly oriented’to local needs. It 
is a sensitive and creative approach 
to meeting the housing needs of a 
diverse population of handicapped 
and disabled people," Anthony 
noted, 

The Housing Authority will first 
receive $25,000 to cover initial 
planning expenses, including pre- 
liminary architectural plans and 
securinglocal zoning approvals, 


leak still 


under negotiation 


Town officials are still 
negotiating with Olin Corporation 
regarding follow-up action to a 
chemical leak which occurred at 
Olin's plant on Eames Street in 
Wilmington in November.-A large 
area around the Olin plant was 
evacuated when hydrogen chloride 
escaped from the plant after an 
electrical problem knocked out a 
scrubber on a chemical batch. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that the town is pressing for 
punitive damages against the firm. 
He said the town also seeks funding 
for a consultant who the town could 
use to review technical matters. 

Stapezynski said that the matter 
had not gone to court, and he was 
not sure that it would. 

“The main thing is that we're 


talking to each other,” he said. It is 
important, he said, to have com- 
munication. For example, he said, 
the Fire Dept. had to be able to go 
to the Olin plant to train for 
possible emergency situations. 

The town manager said that the 
town was also negotiating with 
Polyvinyl! Chemicals, but that the 
situation there was a little different. 
To begin with, ther had been no 
major single incident, but a series 
of small ones, 

Polyvinyl! was recently bought by 
a large conglomerate. The 
Wilmington plant is under new 
management, Stapezynski said. 

"They're pumping in a lot of 
money to bring that plant up to 
standards,” he said,

AND THE IRS 


A lot of business people deduct 
business lunches -- with clients or 
even with co-workers -- and they are 
never questioned. But you should 
know that, where there has been an 
audit and a Tax Court case and all 
that goes with it, the deduction has 
been disallowed. 

The basic rule is that a business 
lunch is dedectible only insofar as it, 
costs more than your ordinary meal 
does. Strictly speaking, if you eat in 
your usual restaurant with a guest,- 
only the guest's meal is deductible. 
Perhaps you could make a case that 
you had that you had to go to a better: 
restaurant to impress a client. One 
accountant went so far as to show that 
his client ate a brown-bag lunch at his 
desk when he was not doing business. 
with a customer during a more 
formal business lunch in a restaurant. 

Similarly, the courts have found. 
that the lunch meetings of a law, 
firm's partners were not deductible, 
even if substantive business was 
discussed at that time.

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Area once had many tanneries 


Tanning is a name associated with 
Wobum. Wobum, and towns in the 
‘eastern part of Middlesex County 
have been the sites of tanning 
operations, large and small ever 
since shortly after the settlement of 
Woburn in 1642. 

The earliest reference to tanning 
‘seems to be the story of the Wyman 
Brothers, John and Francis, who 
settled in that part of Woburn 
which is now a part of Winchester. 
The brothers were farmers, who 
also engaged in tanning activities. 

Francis became a Lieutenant in 
the Trained Band (Militia), and a 
son of Francis was killed in Rhode 
Island, at the Narragansett battle 
during King Phillip's War in 1676 
Francis thereupon petitioned the 
General Court (Legislature) to 
allow his servant, Robert Simpson, 
to be relieved of military duty, and 
to be sent home “on purpose of 
management of his tan yard.” 

Simpson had been drafted, and 
was a part of the garrison of the 
town of Hadley, in the western part 
of the colony. He was released and 
sent back to Woburn. 

Robert Simpson was a Scot, one 
of the men who had been captured 
by Oliver Cromwell, either at 
Dunbar in Scotland in 1651, or at 
Worcester in western England in 
1652. Hundreds of Scot prisoners 
were shipped overseas by Crom- 
well, to prevent their taking part in 
future battles. Some were sent to 


Jamaica, some to Virginia, and 
some to Massachusetts Bay. They 
were “sold” as indentured servants 
to local farmers. At least two were 
sold to Woburn farmers. 

William Butter, after he had 
gained his freedom settled in what 
is now Wilmington. Many residents 
of Burlington and Wilmington can 
claim him as an ancestor, and 
Butters Row in Wilmington is 
named after the family, 

The tanneries of Wobum are now 
a thing of the past, but they are not 
forgotten, The athletic teams of 
Wobum High school still bear the 
name of Tanners, or, when approp- 
riate, Tannerettes. 

The early tanneries of Massachu- 
setts were adjuncts, mostly rural to 
farming operations. Nearly every 
farmhouse at some time or other 
had a cobbler’s shop, a separate 
rgom, in which the farmer and his 
sons made shoes during the winter. 
(One such room exists today at the 
Elia home, on Salem Street in 
North Wilmington, although it is 
not used as such.) 

Tanning was something which 
was expected to happen, after cattle 
had been slaughtered, on practi- 
cally every farm. It is possible that 
the farmers had a spirit of mutual 
self help, and would work together, 
in the early tanning operations 

The main ingredient used in the 
tanning process was bark from oak 
trees, from whence came the 


tannin. It would seem, too, that the 
hemlock trees were also used, but 
the references to such use are very 
vague. 

But the hair had to be removed 
from the hides, before the hides 
could be tanned. In the Colonial 
days this was done by a process 
called "retting.” 

To ret a hide was a simple but 
lengthy process, in a measure of 
time. A substantial hole would be 
dug in the ground at an appropriate 
site. Into that hole would be 
dumped hides, mixed with chicken 
manure in ample quantities. The 
mianure, in a period of several 
months, maybe half a year, would 
cause the hairs of the hide to be 
loosened. 

‘Then the hides could be washed in 
a convenient stream, to further 
remove the hairs. After dhat any 
remaining body fat jd be 


scraped off, and the hides dumped 
in vats of tannin, derived from the 
oak trees. 

Compared to later operations it 
was a crude way to tan leather, but 
it worked. Because Yankee farmers 


were able to tan leather they wore 
shoes with hard leather soles, and 
not the soft moccasins of the Indian 
counterparts. 

The farmers wore leather pants, 
too, as a general rule. Many of the 
citizen-soldiers who took part in 
the battles of Concord and Lexing- 
ton, and who fought at Bunker Hill, 
had leather pants, 

Deacon Benjamin F. Thompson 
who lived in that part of Woburn 
which is now Winchester, was 
probably the first person to 
introduce large scale tanning 
operations to Woburn. He had 
learned the business in the tannery

Robert Simpson does not seem to 
have had any street or area named 
for him, but he is the first person to 
be named who was a tanner, in the 
history of Woburn. 


of his father, Major Abijah T. 
Thompson. 

Benjamin Thompson built a 
tannery in what is now Winchester 
in 1838. It was near the railroad 
tracks. It was probably on the site 
that was later known as Manchester 
Field. 

By the time of the Civil War there 
were a dozen or so tanneries in 
Woburn, and maybe half a dozen in 
what became Winchester. There 
were two in Wilmington, at least 
and-one in Tewksbury. If there 
were any in Burlington it is not a 
part of the knowledge of the writer, 

In 1876\the state Board of Health 
seems to have issued a report on the 
pollution of Woburn waterways. In 
that year it noted that a small pond 
in Woburn was full of dead fish, 
and that a steam had hair, from 
cattle hides. 

What process was used at that 
time to remove hair from hides is 
not known to the writer, Possibly 
there was still a retting process, 
using chicken manure as the needed 
material. Possibly, too, the opera- 
tion was using lime instead. It 
seems, however, that seams were 
still being used, to wash the hides, 
whatever the material that was used 
in the retting 

The Tewksbury tannery was 
owned by W.H. Lee, and was on 
the west side of Lee Street. It will 
be noted that this location puts the 
stream from Round Pond, Tewks- 


bury, squarely in the back yard of 
the tannery. 

The Lee tannery was a substantial 
building. It is to be doubted if there 
are persons today who can 
remember it. 

In the Wilmington area there 
were two tanneries at the "foot" of 
Chestnut Street in 1876, near the 
point where Wilmington, Burling- 
ton and Woburn meet. One was on 
the Woburn side of the line, very 
close to the small brook (Maple 
Meadow Brook) which issued from 
the pond known’‘as Mill Pond. it 
was owned by Owen Cummings. 
Another tannery was 300 feet 
away, on the westerly side of 
Chestnut Sueet, in Wilmington. It 
was the Carter & Winn tannery. 

Perry & Cutler owned a tannery 
in North Wilmington, that which 
became in later years Harriman's 
tannery. It was beside the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, about 300 feet 
from what is now Middlesex 
Avenue. It was not too far distant 
from a stately elm, now on the

Eight appeals for exemptions 
from the town's zoning bylaws 
were granted by the Tewksbury 
Board of Appeals on March 3, 
while a handful of other cases were 
denied. The action is in addition to 
the votes taken the week before. 

Those land owners gaining 
approval may now further sub- 
divide their land after a customary 
21 day appeal period in which 
anyone unsatisfied with the appeals 
board decision can make a court 
challenge. In some cases the ap- 
proval was only in part. 

Charles Stella and Ralph Sinclair 
were two cases which were in the 
same area. Stella is off Blease 
Drive, and Sinclair on Colonial 
Drive. There was opposition from 
people on Colonial Drive who were 
having water problems. The water 
coming from the David Morris 
Road area to their homes. 

Stella won his case. Sinclair had 
two votes against him, and lost. 
There was some conversation about 
his having a drainage map pre- 
pared, but that went by the wayside. 

The VIHI Trust had several cases 
pending, off Salem Road. The trust 
lost by a unanimous vote. 

There have been two appeals in 


two different weeks concerning the 
Norbert Pestana property off East 
‘Street. There are two lots in back of 
their home, each of about an acre. 
The Pestana family is seeking an 
exemption from frontage require- 
ments that would allow them to 
enter those lots by a long driveway. 

Neighbors had no objection pro- 
vided the driveway went no further 
than the proposed house lots. Those 
neighbors are worrying about some 
industrial property in back, about 
20 acres in extent. The property is 
landlocked (no access) and the 
neighbors seem to want to keep it 
that way. 

With two hearings, and changes 
in the persons who heard the cases 
no decision can be made until some 
appeals board members return 
from Florida. The case has been 
temporarily tabled. 

The William Piscione family has 
three lots in the Livingston Street 
and North Sueet area which were 
under appeal, but the board listened 
to only one case a week ago. There 
was a four to one vote on March 3 
in favor of the lot at the corner of 
North and Livingston, but a 
drainage map approved by the town 
engineer must be produced.

A visit from the 'birdman of Springfield’ 


Seven birds, falcons, hawks, owls 
and an eagle, together with two 
persons, both Capable falconers 
kept 200 persons in rapt silence for 
an hour Saturday evening in the 
basement of the Tewksbury Con- 
gregational Church. 

Dick Lucius of Springfield, 
Massachusetts is a Master Falconer. 
He can carry a falcon on the wrist 
of his hand, release the bird, and it 
will soar aloft to catch prey. Fal- 
conry was the sport of kings about 
500 years ago. 

Dick has had 35 years of experi- 
ence, working with birds of prey. 
Now he is a lecturer, traveling 
through New England telling of his 
birds and showing them. He lec- 
tures and shows to schools and such 
organizations, 

That was why Dick Lucius was at 
the Congregational Church last 
Saturday. It was the time for the 
Blue and Gold banquet of Cub Back 
Pack 47, Cub Scouts of America. 

With Dick was Julie Collier, an 
editor of the Merriam-Webster dic- 
tionary, who flies her own 
red-tailed hawk. She is one of a 
very small number of women who 
practice the sport of falconry. Julie 
lives in Agawam, which is near 
Springfield. 

Dick has a golden eagle, believed 
to be the only one in captivity. He 
has a license from the United States 
and another from Massachusetts to 
keep that golden eagle.

The US Government owns that 
eagle, and all others in the United 
States. It was born in South Dakota 
six or seven years ago, and was 
injured when someone shot it in the 
wing. The estimate is that the eagle 
‘was two years old at that time. 

Dick was the person who kept that 
eagle until it had recovered, but it 
still cannot fly. 

The eagle has one ton of force 
with each foot. This particular 
eagle has a football helmet to play 
with, It is his favorite toy. 

Golden eagles are superb hunters. 
Their favorite prey is rabbits, but 
they can catch young deer. 

Their tail is largely made up of 
white feathers, but as they grow 
older the white feathers disappear. 


Tommy Sheeham tried on an Indian headdress during a 
resentation at the Woburn Strect School in Wilmington last week. 
Lucius and his birds also visited the Shawsheen School.

Each year more and more of the 
white feathers fall out during what 
is called the molt. The eagle shown 
at the church last Saturday had but 
one white feather left, and that will 
be lost at the next molt. 

Julie had a “war bonnet,” of the 
type worn by the plains Indians, 
made of feathers from that eagle — 
feathers which had been dropped at 
the time of the molt. There are 68 
eagle feathers in the bonnet, which 
she had made herself. 

The Indian bonnet, Julie told the 
audience was not for fighting, but 
instead for show at ceremonies. If 
an Indian were to wear a bonnet 
during battle he probably would get 
blood on the feathers. That would 
ruin the feathers forever. 


The Indians wore the eagle 
feathered bonnets for only about 
100 years according to Julie. It was 
during the years 1750 to 1850. 


The bonnets that one sees on. 


television shows are not made with 
eagle feathers Julie said. Those 
feathers come from turkeys. 

Julie made the bonnet, but it is 
owned by the US government. 

Her red-tailed hawk weighs only 
two and one-half pounds. It has 
better vision than man, being able 
to see eight times as well. Its main 
food supply is rabbits 

The first bird shown by Dick was 
a prairie falcon, born in captivity in 
South Dakota in 1976. It will sit 
quietly on a perch as long as there is 
a hood over its head and eyes. That 


hood, in the days when falconry 
was the sport of kings, was often 
decorated with distinctive 
top-knots, to show who owned that 
bird 

Many falcons specialize in 
hunting other birds, from the air. 
There is a long dive, in which the 
bird exceeds a speed of 100 miles 
an hour, 

The prairie falcon has a speed of 
150 miles an hour when it “stoops” 
(dives) after prey. 

Also exhibited by Dick was a 
Great Horned Owl. It weighs three 
pounds, and has very soft feathers. 

Dick had the ow! since birth, and 
it was unable to see until it was 
three weeks old. The first thing the 
bird saw was Dick, and it has had a 
fixation on him ever since. 

In Dick's words, the owl thinks he 
is human, or else he thinks that 
Dick is an owl, either a mother or a 
father owl. 

The owl not only has wonderful 
eyesight, but also can hear the 
rustle of a mouse running in the 
dark under a tuft of grass, and can 
capture that mouse. It has a 
wingspread of four to five feet. 

Great horned owls live the year 
round in New England, and the 
females will often be sitting on a 
clutch of eggs in February. The 
feathered tufts which give the Great 
Horned Owl its name are not homs. 
They are feathers, and Dick showed 
how they could be rubbed and made 
to temporarily disappear.

State treasurer seeks to return 
$13million in unclaimed funds. 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
today released the names of 26,000 
Massachusetts businesses and 
individuals who are due a $13, 
million windfall from abandoned 
accounts. 

Under the state's Unclaimed 
Money Law, bank accounts, in- 
surance proceeds, uncashed gift 
certificates, payroll checks, custo- 
mer overpayments and the like that 
have gone untouched for at least 
five years are considered by the 
state to be abandoned. All such 
accounts must be reported to the 
state treasurer, who then attempts 
to notify the rightful owners or 
their heirs. 

Crane said compliance with the 
law is improving. "However, there 
are still numerous instances where 
funds should have been returned 
directly such as in the case of 
Boston Edison Company, General 
Electric, the New England Patriots, 
and United Airlines,” the treasurer 
said. 

He said one important aspect of 
the Unclaimed Money Law 
requires that until claimed. all funds 
are kept in the state's General Fund 
where they are invested for the 
benefit of all residents and 
taxpayers here in Massachusetts.

Soaring high on a handicraft

John Marco's life-long 
fascination with flight has 
landed his handicraft, at the 
behest of two world famous 
institutions, at a world-class 
museum. 

And Marco's response? 

Maybe not surprisingly, the 
28-year-old aviation buff, 
musician and miniaturist from 
Stoneham is now saying, ““O.K. 
What's next?" 

Yet that mse is over- 
simplified, and may imply an 
arrogance that simply does not 
exist in the gentle personality of 
the painstaking artist who has

During his recent residency 
with the University of Vermont 
psychiatry department, Fassler 
ran divorce support groups for 
students in the public schools 
there. 

Based on successful sessions 
with children in their programs, 
Fassler and two colleagues, Sal: 
'v Blakesless Ives, Ph.D., and 
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Michele Las Ed., A.T.R., 
developed The Divorce 
Workbook: A Guide for Kids and 
Families 

First released late in 1985 and 
now in its second printing, the 
booklet offers children an outlet 
for their emotions. Its text en 
courages them to open up, clear 
up their misconceptions, and 
ultimately alleviate their guilt 

Simple and straightforward 
the book alternately offers in 
formation, asks questions, and 
gives examples of other 
children's artwork and written 
responses. Using his/her own 
words and drawings, the reader 
begins to explore previously 
hidden feelings. 

The publication has received 
an enthusiastic response from 
both professional and lay per 
sons and the authors are now 
working on a sequel about step 
families, according to Fassler

I’m not going to get any closer to 
owning my own forty foot 
Chriscraft at the rate I keep get- 
ting further and further away 
from straightening out my fi- 
nances.

Failsafe color analysis 


Lisa Nichols-Davis claims to 
have changed the art of “having 


your colors done” into a sci- + 


ence. 

Because of her scientific 
approach to the skyrocketing 
business of color analysis, 
which has now become in- 
timately intertwined with the 
powerful fashion and cosmetic 
industries, Lisa has stirred up 
quite a furor amongst her pro- 
fessional counterparts whom 
she feels are still in the “guess- 
ing”’ business. 

The 27-year-old president of 
C.W. Designs Inc., a Carson, 
Calif. image consultation firm 
and manufacturing facility, 
contends that her system of 
draping to determine an indi- 
vidual's physiological color sea- 
son (autumn, winter, summer 
and spring) is ‘‘failsafe,”’ 
having been successfully tested 
‘on more than 21,000 people since 
November 1982. 

After attending seminars and 
thoroughly testing many of the 
leading color analysis systems, 
Lisa “found them to be subjec- 
tive to the point where the color 
analysis was based mainly on 
conjecture. 

“I think a lot of the people in 
the color business really believe 
in their systems. But if you pin 
them down, they will tell you 
they do guess! "’ she shrugs, 

In a business where all image 
consultants look like Loretta 
Young and speak about color 
and seasons with the air and 
certainty of Madam Curie, the 
outspoken young executive is 
recognized by followers and 
competitors as a maverick who 
doesn’t pull punches in a flam- 
boyant and somewhat capri- 
cious business that has never 
had to take it on the chin .. 
that is, until Lisa Nichols-Davis 
came along. 

The color season concept re- 
portedly was developed in 1926 
by colorist Johannes Itten. It re- 
mained a theory practiced only 
by artists until a Californian 
named Suzanne Caygill person- 
alized it, introducing it to the 

» fashion industry. 

“The science part of it,” she 
explains, ‘‘is the inter-reaction 
of a person’s body energy and 
the color's energy. Because of 
special dye formulas used in 
C.W. Designs draping fabrics, 
certain physiological changes 
occur in a person's face during 
the (color) draping process. It 
has nothing to do with chem- 
icals.”” 

Four years ago, Lisa’s 
mother, Jacky Nichols, a re- 
tired attorney, asked Lisa for 
help. “I wanted her to find the 
best color analysis system for 
image consultation,”’ recalls 
Jacky. “But when we tested the 
major color systems and she 
failed to find accuracy, Lisa 
went to work developing her 
own system. At the time, we had 
no inkling that anyone outside of 
ourselves would be even re- 
motely interested in what we 
might come up with.” 

“Initially,” remembers Lisa, 
“we went back to eighth grade 
biology and recalled how colors 
affect people. Then we began 
dying different fabrics and 
putting them together in succes- 
sion and noting what changes 
occurred." 

Having to design a color anal- 
ysis system that her’ mother 
could easily understand, she un- 
wittingly created the relatively 
simple C.W. Designs system.

“Knowing color technology, 1 
could have designed a system 
that the average person would 
find extremely difficult to 
learn,” says Lisa. “But I had to 
teach Mom, who had only a 
limited knowledge of color. As a 
result, we came up with a 
draping system that is rela- 
tively simple to learn.” 

Contrary to ‘seasonal color 
theory claims that certain 
colors cannot be worn by some 
people, Lisa says that her 
system has proven thatindivid- 
uals, regardless of race and 
skin textures, can wear every 
color. “It's the intensity which 
isn't easily detected by the 
naked eye that dictates the 
color compatibility factor. 

“I've done a considerable 
amount of study and research 
about how color affects people 
physically,"’ says Lisa. ‘‘Our 
system proves that existing 
color rules are based on the 
color wheel, and are not appli: 
cable to dyed fabrics. We have 
also proven that hair color, eye 
color, skin color and personality 
traits are not determining 
factors in analyzing a person's 
intensity or undertone 


Currently, people are visiting 
the C.W. Designs studios from 
all over the United States and 
throughout the world, learning 
about draping techniques and 
receiving some homespun phi- 
losophy. 

With the C.W. Designs drap 
ing technique, each fabric is 
individually dyed and tested 
with a special meter (invented 
by Lisa) to determine the 
proper intensity of undertone so 
that accurate results will occur 
during the draping process, 
which takes from eight to 10 
minutes. 


In order to determine the 
correct season and undertone, 
the client is seated in front of a 
mirror, his or her face free of 
makeup. A paper cap covers the 
hair, and two high intensity 
lights beam down on the sub- 
ject, eliminating shadows. 

As the various colored drapes 
are used, five physiological 
changes occur that can easily 
be detected by the consultant as 
well as the client. 

The first series of drapes is 
used to determine whether the 
client's undertone and intensity 
is “blue” or “‘yellow.”’ The sec- 
ond series will identify whether 
the client’s proper intensity is 
clear or muted, thus providing a 
rapid failsafe seasonal reading.

The form will show the 
amount of Social Security 
benefits the person received as 
well as the amount of benefits 
they repaid during 1985. The 
form should be used just as any 
other form 1099 received from a 
financial institution when the 
person completes his or her 
Federal income tax return for

People who have substantial 
other income may have to in- 
clude up to half of their Social 
Security benefits in their tax 
able income.

A growing number of young

A valuable lesson in the art of 
retaining your assets, even in 
the face of possible long-term 
health care, was given to the 
Retired Men’s Club of Wake- 
field on Feb. 26. Mark Curley, a 
prominent Wakefield attorriey 
who is a specialist in estate 
planning, especially as it per- 
tains to the elder citizen, gave 
a practical, comprehensible 
address concerning money 
problems of senior citizens. The 
title of his topical speech was 
“Conserving Your Assets.’’ He 
spent some time in stressing the 
importance of making a will, 
noting some of the unfortunate 
things that can happen to a per- 
son's estate in the absence of a 
will. He also talked about plan- 
ning your estate to avoid pro- 
bate, a process expensive both 
in time and money 

Attorney Curley defined the 
limitations of Medicaid as it 
affects a person's assets, noting 
that only the very wealthy can 
survive financially a sub- 
stantial long-term  hospitaliza- 
tion at today’s costs. He gave 
the 266 men in attendance good 
advice about the use of trusts, 
special bank accounts, etc., to 
minimize estate taxes and to 
reduce the risk of losing your 
assets to Medicaid. The large 
number of questions during the 
question-and-answer period 
showed evidence that he had 
caused a great many of the men 
to think or re-think their finan- 
cial status.

Davis, Jr. — who in 1954 
became the first black general 
in the U.S. Air Force. 

During the Italian campaign 
in 1944, the 332nd Fighter Group 
flew P-51, Mustangs, painted 
with a distinctive red tail 
marking. The “Red Tails,” as 
they were called, destroyed 260 
enemy aircraft, according to 
museum statistics. 

It is this central portion of the 
“Black Wings‘ exhibit for 
which John Marco's model 
planes provide vivid dimension. 
His eight models, he said, in- 
clude two each of four planes 
which were used in the Eur- 
poean theater of operations; the 
Messershmitt BF 109, the 
Fokker Wulf, the British Spit- 
fire, and the P-51 Mustang, the 
key aircraft flown by the black 
squadrons. 

The appearance of the North 
American P-51 Mustangs, in 
fact, according to Robert Hotz, 
former editor of ‘Aviation 
Week,” with sufficient Tange to 
escort bomber formations to 
any target in Germany, and 
sufficient performance to 
destroy enemy fighters en- 
countered over these targets, 
was a decisive turning-point in 
the air battle for Europe.”

For breakfast, they spread it
